DEADLIEST FIGHT 
OF CONFLICT RAGES 


Cholera, Bombs Peril 
Foreigners in Shanghai 
as Nipponese Attack 
Is Again Thrown Back. 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 10.—(UP)— 


The 10-year-war between Chinese|™ 


Communists and the Nanking cen- 


tral government, costing 100,000 
lives and laying waste interidr 
Chinese provinces, ended official- 
ly tonight. 

The government of Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek, fighting 
against Japanese invasion, declar- 
ed in a communique that Commu- 
nists and non-Communists, faced 
by a common enemy, now were 
united to drive the foe from their 
homeland. 

“The Chinese government and 
the Communist army have been 
fighting for the last 10 years,” the 
communique said. “This is the of- 
ficial conclusion of the war.” 

Chu Teh Named Chief. 

Chu Teh, who led the Commu- 
nist army since its formation, was 
officially appointed commander- 
in-chief of the Chinese Communist 
forces in North China. 

His forces, now given the Sui- 
quan front northwest of Peiping, 
number between 75,000 and 100,- 
000 men and will be known as the 
eighth Chinese route army. 

Chu Teh was appointed to the 
post August 22 and assumed his 
position three days later. In a 
circular telegraphed throughout 
China, he announced: 

“We asked the government to 
send us to the front to fight the 
Japanese, We are determined to 
resist the aggressors. Now we 
have received Chiang Kai-shek’s 
orders and have completed reor- 
ganization of the red army into 
government troops. 

“Kill the Enemy.” 

“We have our chance at last to 
proceed eastward to kill the 
enemy. We support the leadership 
of Chiang Kai-shek and will fight 
hand-in-hand with all national 
armies. 

Thus one of the cruelest civil 
wars of modern times was termi-

J. H. Smith, 21, in court for the 
first time, was given the alterna- 
tive of paying a $100 fine or serv- 
ing 12 months on the chain gang. 
The two were arrested August 
28 with lottery tickets which they 


said they picked up at a Center 
Hill filling station to carry to an 
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unidentified man in Buckhead. 
Reprimanding the father for “de- 
liberately leading” his son into the 
“numbers game,” Judge Wood 
said: 

“You allowed him to bear the 
incriminating evidence which 
would have convicted you if it had 
been-upon your person, while both 
of you participated in the job of 
‘pick-up’ men in violation of the 
law.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—(/)— 
The Maritime Commission tonight 
instructed Captain Joseph Gain- 
ard, of the steamer Algic, now in 
Montevideo, to warn the striking 
crew of the vessel to return to 
work or “be placed in irons.” 
The Algic is operated by the 
government-owned American Re- 
publics Line. 
The commission this 
statement: 
“The United States Maritime 
Commission was advised today by 
Joseph Gainard, captain of the S. 
S. Algic, and by the United States 
vice consul at Montevideo, Uru- 
guay, the crew of the Algic had re- 
fused to cbey orders or perform 
customary duties in sympathy with 
a strike of Uruguayan longshore- 
men, which was preventing the 
sailing of the vessel. 

Strike Against U. S. 
“The S. S. Algic is owned by the 
United States government and its 
officers and crew are paid from 
government funds. The Maritime 
Commission takes the position that 
the action of the crew is unlawful. 
It also takes the position in this 
particular case that such act con- 
stitutes a strike against the gov- 
ernment. Neither situation can be 
tolerated. Accordingly, the com- 
mission dispatched the following 
cablegram to Captain Gainard: 

“Lawful Orders.”

United States. If they still re- 
fuse, place ringleaders in irons. If 
other crew members § still refuse 
duty, have them removed from 
ship and replace them with Amer- 
icans, if available, and if not, for- 
eign séamen. In case you experi- 
ence any difficulty, request assist- 
ance local authorities. Report de- 
velopments.’.”

Coincident with the restoration 
of pre-depression salaries, Emory 
University announced yesterday 
the adoption of a comprehensive 


retirement and annuity system for 
. its teaching and administrative 


staff. 

Beginning with the first check 
of the 1937-38 school year, pay- 
. able September 15, all faculty 
“Members who have suffered re- 
ductions since 1932 will receive 
their full salaries, said President 


Harvey W. Cox. 

At the same time, each employe 
ranking as an assistant professor 
or above will begin paying 5 per 
cent of his salary into the retire- 
ment fund. The university will 
match this 5 per cent with an equal 
amount to be used in purchasing 
a retirement annuity for each in- 
dividual. 

Annuities to Vary. 

“While the annuities necessarily 
will. vary according to the length 
of the individual’s service to the 
university,” explained Dr, Cox, 
“the executive committee of the 
board of trustees has agreed that 
no member of the eligible group 
who has been in the employ of 
Emory 20 years or more will re- 
ceiye an income of less than $1,000 
@ year upon freaching the age of 
‘retirement.” 

Sixty-eight will be the retiring 
age of members of the Emory fac- 

ty, the president stated, unless 
the retirement committee recom- 
mends an earlier or later retire- 
‘ment. The retirement committee 
for the regular teaching staff will 
consist. of one member from each 
school of the tniversity, together 
with the dean of the school in 
which the person being considered 
for retirement is a member. 


70 Set As Deadline. 


The plan provides, however, that 
no member of the faculty or ad- 
ministrative staff may be continu- 
ed in full active service beyond 
the age of 70 without the action of 
the board of trustees. 

Approximately 100 members of 
the Emory faculty and staff are 
eligible to participate in the bene- 
fits of the new system, according 
to President Cox. 

The annuity contracts are being 
made with the Teachers’ Insurance 
and Annuity Association of Amer- 
ica, a non-profit organization en- 
dowed by the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion. Of the 117 universities and 
colleges in which retirement sys- 
tems similar to Emory’s had been 
set up before 1937, 106 use the 
Carnegie plan. Emory is one off¢ 
the first large southern universities 
to adopt a comprehensive retire- 

ment prograrh based ‘upon joint 
contributions by the institution 
and the individual.

CHINESE HONESTY 


There is something particularly intriguing 
in a brief news dispatch from Shanghai, dated 


September 3. Quoting a Japanese spokesman, 


the Associated Press says that, despite the un- 
official war between Japan and China, the 
laser government is continuing payment of its 
financial obligations to the former, including 
the regular Boxer Rebellion indemnities and 
redemptions of loans. 

Few nations of the Occidental world would 
consider themselves obligated to pay debts due 
another nation which had invaded their terri- 
tory; was then pouring shells and bombs upon 
their own unprotected nationals and was trying 
to subdue by force of arms a free nation into 
a subject people. 

Yet China, with that bland, childlike honesty 
for which her merchants have been interna- 
tionally famous through the centuries, pays 
that which is due, to her mortal enemy, even 
though in so doing she strengthens the foe who 
strikes at her national life. 

The world has witnessed few examples of 
international honesty such as this. Foolish?

REVOLUTION IN AMERICA? 

_ While Senator Borah, of Idaho, may be cor- 
rect in his belief that the extent of Nazi activity 
in the United States is sufficient to warrant of- 
ficial investigation, it is far-fetched to imagine 
that this country will ever see armed revolution, 
either by Nazi adherents or Communists, within 
its borders. 

Despite Leftist tendencies in some areas of 
American thought, despite a growing faith in 
Socialistic forms of government and despite the 
outright radicalism that finds adherents among 
the foreign born elements of population in some 
of the highly populated industrial sections, 
there is a leaven of sound Americanism in the 
great mass of our citizens which effectively pre- 
vents any movement designed to change the 
form of government by force. 

It may bé@ true that little groups of deluded 
enthusiasts dream of revolution. it may be, in 
the intemperance of enthusiasm for theories, 
some wild-eyed radicals may prate, in the 


privacy of their own circles, of riot and blood-_ 


shed, but these things méan nothing to .the 
American nation as a whole. 

This is a country of individual freedom, of 
self-dependent liberty, of guaranteed rights of 
the citizen. At heart the average American still 
gives all his faith to the principles enunciated 
by the fathers of the republic when they wrote 
the Declaration of Independence and the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

In a nation peopled, almost entirely, by true 
lovers of human liberty, the advocates of Nazi- 
ism, Communism, Sovietism, Fascism and all 
the other forms of regimented society, are but 
dreaming wild things when they envision any 
political conflict in this country that appeals to 
any weapons save the ballot to decide the issue.

John L, Lewis is a fast-moving figure on the 
American scene. His formation of CIO, his break 
with the AFL, his spectacular success in organ- 
izing the automobile industry and most of the 
steel plants are matters, so to speak, of only yes- 
terday. He credits that lusty infant, the CIO, 
with 3,718,000 members in 32 affiliated unions. 
Under his leadership, the long sluggish American 
labor movement has leaped forward with amaz- 
ing speed and seemingly amazing vitality. 

In large part, this can be attributed to the 
sympathetic attitude of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, whose Wagner act has accorded labor a new 
and far-reaching charter—a charter, indeed, that 
gives labor a distinct advantage over employers 
in industrial disputes. Mr. Lewis, in turn, threw 
his support to Mr. Roosevelt: in the last cam- 
paign and contributed $500,000 ffém the treasury 
of his United Mine Workers to the Democratic 
war chest. 

In a radio speech, however, Mr. Lewis made 
known his intense dissatisfaction with the ad- 
ministration. In Mr. Lewis’ opinion, the Presi- 
dent is not paying off for that $500,000 contri- 
bution and the labor votes swung last November 
to the Democratic ticket. It means that Mr. Lewis 
is not satisficd with the enormous aid that has 
been given by the Roosevelt administration to the 
advance of the labor movement. He wants even 
more and, in default of getting it, he makes it 
clear that he stands for independent political ac- 
tion on labor’s part. : 

Mr, Lewis is like a general who impulsively 
moves forward to new objectives without cong 
solidating his position, laying his lines of com- 
munication or properly provisioning his troops. 
That is a major military error. When Mr. Lewis 
won his brilliant victory in the automobile in- 
dustry, he moved forward to the steel front. But 
the aytomobile fight was not yet complete, as was 
shown by some 200 stoppages of work in viola- 
tion of the union’s solemn contract. And, hardly . 
before the ink was dry on the Carnegie-Illinois 
contract, Mr. Lewis rushed forward to do battle 
with Tom Girdler—a battle for which he was not 
adequately prepared—and he lost it, 

Now comes the threat of getting at the polls 
what he cannot now get by labor’s own i 
force, or what he is unwilling to wait for.

We've been reading for years of 

the criminal waste caused by for- 
est fires. We've all been working 
to educate the public against the 
evils of unquenched camp fires in 
the woods and the danger in a cig- 
arette stub not properly stamped 
out. 
We've thought, probably correct- 
ly, that the evil was gradually 
growing less. That the force of ed- 
ucation was beginning to be felt. 

But, somehow, it never entered 
the old head that there are people 
who will start forest fires for 
nothing else but pure cussedness. 
Somehow, that seemed to be too 
lowdown even for the most igno- 
rant and vicious of humans. 

That some folks start fires burn- 
ing for what they mistakenly con- 
sider benefits, we know. There are 
farmers who still believe it helps 
to burn out the underbrush every 
year. But we attributed that to 
simple ignorance. 

Now it ‘comes to light that one 
of the big problems of the forest 
service forces and the CCC boys is 
guarding against fires started for 
nothing but downright meanness. 


Careless About . 
Property Limits. 

When they can, the forest serv- 
ice boys prosecute these meanest 
of incendiarists. But in other cases, 
although they know, positively, 
who is the guilty party, they can't 
do anything because they lack le- 
gal proof. 

Here’s a typical case! 

A farmer, living far from any 
urban center, had made his living 
for years on an acreage that was 
listed as his up to, say, 150 acres. 
All the surrounding territory, how- 
ever, was public domain, unculti- 
vated waste or forest land. And, 
understandably, he gradually ‘ex- 
tended his own borders until he 
was farming not only his own 150 
acres, but perhaps 100 acres more 
that didn’t belong to him.

Mussolini Offers 
Something. 
. Signor Miussolini’s speech at 
Palermo, in which he spoke of per- 
manent reconciliation being possi- 
ble with Britain, had on’ the whole 
a good reception in London. The 
principal feeling is that it does not 
add very much to what was al- 
ready known. The view held in 
some quarters that the real reason 
for Signor Mussolini’s gestures of 
friendship with Britain lies in his 
inability effectively to hold Abys- 
sinia without British moral sup- 
port is not indorsed in official 
quarters. . 

The view taken is that Italy has 
no reason to fear more than spo- 
radic risings in Abyssinia. Her 
hold over the strategic points in 
the country is thought to be well 
established. Italy’s chief difficulty 
in Abyssinia is the uneconomic 
and unproductive nature of this 
experiment in colonization. The 
expense is heavy. The Italian ad- 
ministration is highly centralized, 
and few decisions are left to be 
taken by the men on the _ spot. 
Italy’s lack of experienced colonial 
administrators is making itself felt. 

Little trading has hitherto been 
done with. the local population, 
who are distrustful of Italian pa- 
per lire and, show little desire: to 
sell their produce, This greatly 
increases the difficulty of feeding 
the Italian outposts, particularly in 
the rainy season, when both roads 
— aerodromes cannot always be 
used, es 

It is thought that the coloniza- 
tion of Abyssinia will occupy Italy 
for many years to come, and there- 
fore it is regarded as natural that 
Signor Mussolini, with his hands 
full in this direction, should want 
to restore friendship with Britain. 
De jure recognition by Britain, 
whose prestige among the natives 
is high, would probably assist 
considerably in reconciling the na- 
tives to Italian rule, but this step 
is not under consideration. The 
Germans do not seem to like it one 
bit that Signor Mussolini is play- 
ing up to Great Britain.

ers, John Kirkland Clark, presi- 
dent of the New York state board 
of law examiners, declared last 
night in addressing the banquet 
meeting of the national courcil of 
Phi Beta Kappa at the Biltmore 
hotel. 

Speaking on “An Outsider Looks 
at Education,” Clark pointed out 


qualified by ability and personal- 
ity.” He stressed the fact that the 
essential of personality is too often 
neglected in the profession. 
Work Habit Needed. 
“Failure of American colleges 
to inculcate proper work habiis 
in their students is responsible for 
the hesitancy of many employer: 
to hire college graduates,” Clark 
said. He estimated that as high as 
70 per cent of those who graduate 
from colleges today are less effi- 
cient than they were before they 
entered college. 
In discussing the fields of pri- 
mary and secondary education, the 
New York attorney emphasized 
two essential elements that are 
frequently lacking: First, intelli- 
gent instruction in mathematics, 
and second, study of the construc- 
tion and spelling of words.

VIENNA, Ga., Sept., 10—The 
nine-cent cotton loan plan is good 
for export buyers but. bad for 
farmers and for business, general- 
ly, in the cotton states, Senator 
Walter F. George declared here to- 


at |2ay in commenting on the govern- 


ment’s agricultural program. 

“T strongly opposed a cotton 
loan of less than 10 cents,” he said, 
“and, with all other southern sen- 
ators, insisted on immediate ad- 


justment of two cents a pound on 
the entire 1937 crop. Also, it was 
understood before congress ad- 


ices, |journed that. the adjustment price 


payment would be made on all 
cotton grown in 1937. The plan 
announced does not keep faith 
with cotton growers. 
Income Advances. 
“We have reduced our produc- 
tion of cotton and made every rea- 


“Disap-|sonable effort toward complying 


with the cotton program since 
1934. The average per capita in- 


ces.| crease in income of cotton farm- 


ers in the southeast has amounted 
to only $147, as compared with 
several times that amount in aver- 
age per capita income of farm 
producers-in other sections of the 
country. In view of this fact, 
which can be shown to be true by 
official records, the south should 
haveynot less than 12 cents for 
1937 cotton.” 

Further discussing the farm 
problem, Senator George said con- 
gress will take up permanent leg- 
islation at the beginning of the 
next session. 

“I will aid the administration,” 
he said, “in obtaining the best 
farm bill possible, but a perma- 
nent farm bill must provide parity 
prices for all cotton produced if 
the farmers are called upon to re- 
duce acreage and production. 


Foreign Markets. 


“In my opinion, the south can 
not give up its foreign market for 
cotton. I hope the representatives 
from the cotton-producing states 


say, payments which will give the 


the United States,-benefits equal 
to the protection given by the gov- 
ernment to all protected industry. 
Also, the cotton producer should 
be permitted to take his chances 
in world markets on all cotton 
grown for world trade. A _ per- 
manent program which does not 
take this into account will result 
in the reduction or the volume of 
business in thy south, and less em- 
ployment of farm labor and labor 
in all industries using cotton prod- 
ucts. directly or indirectly. 
“Cotton should be treated as a 
special crop in any permanent 
farm program. -Our problems are 
different, and to us the foreign 
market is a matter of vital con- 
cern. If the 1937 loan program 
is not revised, the reduced cash 
income of the farmers will be felt 
by every creditor and every line 
of business in the south. Espe- 
cially is this true in view of the 
low price of cotton seed and the 
wide differentials fixed by the 
Commodity Credit Corporation for 
the lower grades of cotton under 


‘ the ‘program announced.”
